Correspondence from Madrld, Jan, 10, recites

It 1» understood that the Government has
been sounding the troops to ascertaln their
feelings In regard %o & coup d'ofal, Bome of the
infuntry, officered by Prim’s friends, are ripe
for anything, but fhe engineer and artillery
corpe chnnot be corrupted. The lalter are the
elite of the Bpanlsh army. They declare—
at lemst their promivent officers deelsrs—
that they will support the Governmeat in sll that
is vroper and right until the Cortes meets, and
whatever that body decrees Lthey will obey, but
they will not permit any coup defat if they can
belp it.

The news from Cuba 8 #ail to be very
gloomy. Every exertion is being put forth 1o
hurty on rewulorecments.  Trunsportation s
hmted; the Cadiz and Malags atfairs huve
nllectea governmental plaus, nud abave nll the
fnnuces are iu sach a deplorable state that it is
doubtiul whether any ¢ onsiderable number of
troops enn ve sent. out before spring, when it
may be too iate, We do not know the precise
nature of the ivtellicence thuk General Lecsundi
hos<ent by Atlantic cable, but we muy infer that
itis bad from tho cHeet in the higher circles.
Spauniards begin to freely admit thut they con-
sider the lsiund of Cuba lost to them, and they
sy that it does not surprise them whon
such persons as General Dulca tcok with him
are sunt out to govern the island. It 1s cou-
fessed on all sides that no sach lot of needy and
penniless adveatorers were ever sent out ol
Spain betore 1o be saddled on the poor Cabaoy,
With very few excoptions, thiey are men of no
talrnt, potition, or respectablity, They came
o the surtface dorivg the revolution, wod must
be tnken care of by the Government. They
will fill their pocke's in Cubn if the revo.

pledged balt of the saland wnd spont the pro-
cecds be‘ore they salled from Cadiz, It is &
pity that Spain could mnot send heller men,
What wonder that the island i1s disgatisfied to
see its resonrees dissipated or bagged by these
needy sdventunrers? To be sure, the officinla
here are but little betrer, and Cuba may not in
Justiee elmim that partialiy has been ghown her.
